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Judge Langford has his day 
in court, waits for ruling

First Circuit Court Judge Tim 
Langford granted a five-hour visitation 
for two young boys to be with their 
paternal grandmother for an Easter 
gathering in 2012, and because of that 
action, an anonymous complaint was 
filed against him. 

Expressing a deep appreciation for 
family, tradition, and the celebration 
of Easter, and thinking of the interest 
of the two boys, Judge Langford 
faced the Kentucky Judicial Conduct 
Commission (KJCC) on Tuesday, June 
4, at the McCracken County courthouse 
to answer that complaint. 

The anonymous complaint, the first 
of its kind in three years in this district, 
cited ex-parte communications in 
Judge Langford’s April 2012 action. 

Some question the reasoning behind 
the anonymous complaint, including 
Fulton County Judge/Executive David 
Gallagher. “What a waste of time and 
money. First of all no one should give 
credence to an anonymous complaint. 
It’s certainly unAmerican to not be able 
to confront your accuser,” stated Judge 
Gallagher, who was in attendance 
during the hearing proceedings. 

“Secondly, the gravity of the matter 
was exaggerated beyond reason. The 
whole event was sophomoric at best; 
it was an exercise in folly in the least. 
Tim ruled on behalf of the children,” 
Gallagher said. “In a nation that 
murders babies by the millions, it is 
encouraging to see someone decide 
in favor of the child for a change. 
Meanwhile, the learned commission 
strains at a gnat while ignoring the 
camel before them. Thank you, Judge 
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Langford, for doing the right thing. I 
expected nothing less. God bless you.” 

Until the time of the April 
complaint, Judge Langford’s record 
was unblemished, and Judge Langford 
has stood by his decision since the 
complaint went public in March 2013. 
The McCracken County Courtroom 
was filled to capacity with supporters 
for the Circuit Judge. 

During questioning by George Rabe, 
Lexington attorney for the KJCC, Judge 
Langford, who presides over Ballard, 
Fulton, Hickman and Carlisle counties, 
stated that he did what he thought was 
right and in the best interest of the 
two boys, who in cases like these are 
sometimes the victims. 

“If you look at the total circumstances, 
it was an emergency,” said Judge 
Langford. “Easter was two days away, 
and I felt it was an emergency situation 
and needed immediate action.” 

Judge Langford did agree if he had 
held a hearing on Good Friday and 
notified both parents, he wouldn’t have 
been testifying, but that the outcome

Poison on the highways 

Poison hemlock lines Hickman Co. roadsides

Several local residents have reported 
poison hemlock sightings along 
roadways and in ditches in Hickman 
County. 

The plant, scientifically called 
Conium Maculatum, is easily 
confused with wild carrots, as some 
of the physical properties are similar. 
The effects of consumption, however, 


are not so similar. A person ingesting 
poison hemlock will feel the toxins 
take effect within a couple of hours, 
and at times as soon as 20 minutes. 

Symptoms of hemlock poisoning are 
headache, diarrhea, nausea, weakened 
pulse and heart rate, with those 
symptoms worsening if not treated. 
Ingesting the plant can result in death. 

While ingesting the plant is the 
main risk, toxins can also penetrate 


skin, especially on a hot day when 
skin is moist. When working around 
or removing poison hemlock, it is 
advisable to wear gloves and a dust 
mask, especially when mowing. 

The plant grows in clusters and 
can be seen along main highways, 
and they grow as tall as eight feet or

higher. The plant has hairless, hollow stalks with 
purple blotches and produces many umbrella¬ 
shaped flower clusters in an open and branching 
inflorescence. 

In contrast, wild carrot has one dense flower 
cluster on a narrow, hairy stem, usually with one 
purple flower in the center of the flower cluster 
and usually grows no higher than eight feet. 

Poison hemlock originally gained its notoriety 


from its use in ancient executions, with Socrates 
being the most famous of its victims. 

People are not the only victims of poison 
hemlock, as it can also affect grazing animals. 
Landowners and farmers are encouraged to 
remove poison hemlock when possible, with 
caution.

would have been the same, 
and the boys would still have 
been able to spend time with 
their grandmother and family 
enjoying the Easter egg hunt. 

Some members of the 
KJCC, including chair Stephen 
D. Wolnitzek of Covington, 
questioned why Linda Allcock, 
paternal grandmother of the 
two boys, hadn’t sought out 
an attorney. Allcock and her 
younger sister Terry Ross 
contacted Judge Langford after 
they realized that the pending 
domestic violence order and 
emergency protection order 
against the boys’ father Jason 
Allcock, which was issued 
in February 2012, would 
jeopardize their annual Easter 
family gathering. 

After hearing from the eight 
witnesses called by both sides, 
Judge Langford asked that the 
charges be dismissed. Chair 
Wolnitzek would not dismiss 
the charges, with Rabe citing 
he didn’t believe it was an 
emergency situation as Judge 
Langford stated. 

During Rabe’s opening and 
closing statements he focused on 
the ex parte by a non-party, with 
the formal complaint stating, 
“In entering the summary order, 
you did not direct notice to 
any party in the case and did 
not hold a hearing.” Reference 
was made to Code of Judicial 
Canons 1, 2A, 3A, and B(2),(7) 
and (8), which included that 
Judge Langford failed to accord 
to every person who had a legal 
interest in the proceeding the 
right to be heard according to the 
law and considered and acted 
on ex parte communications in 
violation of Canon 3B(7). 

The Commission, which 
consists of Chair Wolnitzek; 
Court of Appeals Judge Janet 

L. Stumbo of Prestonburg; 
Circuit Judge Eddy Coleman of 
Pikeville; District Judge Susan 

M. Johnson of Paintsville; and 


two citizen members, Diane 
E. Logsdon of Elizabethtown 
and Joyce King Jennings of 
Louisville have until October 
5 to make a ruling in the case. 
Chair Wolnitzek further stated 
that the Commission’s findings 
could be released within two 
weeks or by July 1. 

During Judge Langford’s 
presentation to the Commission, 
he pointed out that cases in rural 
western Kentucky are often 
handled thinking not only of 
the law, but also considering the 
welfare and well-being of those 
involved. In this case, the lives 
of two young boys and their 
great-grandfather were given 
credence. 

If the Commission finds 
that judicial misconduct 
occurred, Judge Langford 
could be publicly reprimanded, 
suspended or removed from 
office. In the last three years 
approximately 24 sanctions have 
occurred out of approximately 
812 complaints. That is about 
2% over the three-year period 
resulting in sanctions, ranging 
from private admonitions to 
removal from office. 

After both Allcock and Ross 
testified, they stayed for the 
remainder of the hearing. “I 
want to thank Judge Langford 
for what he did for us,” stated 
Ross. “What he did, he did for 
our family. That’s what it is all 
about.” 

“Yes, I would do it all again” 
said Allcock about making 
her Good Friday plea to Judge 
Langford. “It meant a lot to our 
family, and we are grateful for 
what Judge Langford did for 
us.” 

At the end of the day, Judge 
Langford also said he would 
make the same decision. “Yes, I 
would do it again. I understand 
what happened, and I will take 
whatever punishment they hand 
down because I stand by my 
decision.” 


Many were in the courtroom 
on June 4 showing Judge 
Langford their support. “No 
one could realize what it meant 
to me to have the good folks 
of these four counties here to 
support me,” he said after he 
gave his closing argument. 
“It warmed my heart to see 
everyone.” 

Among those attending 
that day were First District 
Representative Steven Rudy; 
Fulton County Judge/Executive 
David Gallagher; Fulton County 
Sheriff Bobby Hopper; Fulton 
County Clerk Betty Abernathy, 
Fulton County Magistrates 
George A. Jones and Henry

Circuit Clerk Sarah Johnson; 
County Judge Assistant Tommy 
Hodges; Carlisle County Judge/ 
Executive Greg Terry and three 
magistrates, and the Carlisle 
County jailer, circuit clerk, 
and sheriff; Ballard County 
Commonwealth Attorney Mike 
Stacy and other elected officials 
from Ballard County including 
Circuit Clerk Holly Dunker 
and former Circuit Clerk Faye 
Haney; Attorney Jason Batts, 
Hickman County; Hickman 
County Sheriff Mark Green. 
Hickman County Circuit Clerk 
Cinda Yates, and members of 
Judge Langford’s family. 

Members of the Judicial 
Retirement and Removal 
Commission who do not 
otherwise receive a salary from 
the state treasury shall receive 
sixty dollars ($60) for each day 
they are in session or on official 
duty. All members shall be 
reimbursed for their necessary 
expenses for each day they are 
in session or on official duty.

Overweight vehicles 
caused structure 
damage to bridge 

The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet has 
closed KY 2206/Springhill Road in HICKMAN 
County due to a damaged bridge. 

KY 2206 was closed this last week at mile 
point 0.6 after bridge inspectors found damage to 
pilings on the Cane Fork Creek Bridge. Inspectors 
believe the bridge was damaged by an overweight 
load in the last few weeks. 

The bridge was restricted to a 15-ton load 
limit.

Go fishing this semester: 
College students in Kentucky 
eligible for resident licenses 


College students, who 
are always looking for 
the best deals in food and 
entertainment, should 

consider what fishing has to 
offer. 

For just $20, the cost of 
an annual resident fishing 
license, students can spend 
their free time this semester 
having fun on the water while 
catching some “fast” food in 
the process. 

“Fishing is a direct 
connection with nature,” 
said Brian Clark, assistant 
director of the Public Affairs 
Division for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “It’s a 
social activity that’s easily 
combined with backpacking 
or camping.” 

“Fishing is also an 
economical way to obtain 
local food. “The culmination 
of the fishing experience is 
cooking a meal with your 
fresh catch,” said Clark. 

All full-time students 
enrolled for at least six months 
in a college or university in 
Kentucky are considered 


Kentucky residents and 
therefore entitled to purchase 
a resident fishing license. The 
statute that defines residency 
also includes military service 
personnel on permanent 
assignment in Kentucky. 

For those who are also 
interested in hunting, there 
are two other license options: 
the combination fishing and 
hunting license for $30 and 
the sportsman’s license. The 
sportsman’s license includes 
hunting and fishing licenses, 
plus trout, deer, turkey, dove 
and Kentucky waterfowl 
permits. The cost of the 
sportsman’s license is $95 - a 
savings of $50 over licenses 
and permits if bought 
separately. 

Good fishing waters are 
found statewide. To find 
a place to fish, visit the 
department’s website at 
fw.ky.gov. Click on Fishing 
and Boating and follow the 
links. 

Kentucky’s license year 
begins March 1 and ends the 
last day of February.

Jail may not be 
reason for flooding

Last Monday night, Martha 
Holbrook attended the meeting 
of the Clinton City Council to 
bring to their attention serious 
flooding on Angular Street. 

She said that officials had 
spoken in the past to her about 
addressing the problem, but 
nothing has ever been done. 
After the meeting, Clinton 
City Administrator Allen Poole 
visited Mrs. Holbrook at her 
home to assess the situation. 

With an immediate look 
around the area, Poole agreed 
that most of the water coming 
down the hill appears to come 
from the jail, especially since 
some residents claim that the 
flooding only began after the 


jail was constructed. 

Administrator Poole is in 
the process of contacting the 
owners of the land between 
the jail and the residences, to 
seek permission for the city to 
build a berm to divert the water 
around the homes or to seek 
more effective options. 

Things may not be as they 
seem, however. Hickman 
County Judge/Executive Greg 
Pruitt said late last week that 
contractors who had been to 
the site to determine whether 
or not the construction of jail 
was the reason for the flooding 
determined that the flooding 
was not caused by the jail. 

Judge Pruitt also said that he 
would continue to look into the 
matter to see what can be done.
